I am not even sure that this convention, which has been called 
for the purjiose of nominating a president and vice-president, should 
go into any discussion of the different theories of Socialism. <^r 
platfonn must be the American version of International Socialism 
and it ought to be short, to the poiiil, and lake up tlie questions of the 

tfoy- 

Scientific di.sctissions of theories at best cannot be decided by a 
majority vote of any convention. Scientific truths have never yet been 
decided' by majority vote. Economic facts and philosophical prob¬ 
lems can no more be thus decided than mathematical or historical facti- 
and problems. 

All such theoretic matters ought to be discussed for months or 
even years in the party press—indeed they ought to be discussed con¬ 
tinuously—and then fomrulated by a convent'ion called for that pur¬ 
pose in political “off years," and by' a convention made up in oh en¬ 
tirely different way from the one which is called to ncniinate a presi¬ 
dent and a vice-president. And even then the decision ouglit to bind 
n^iody. 

• • • ' < 

All this convention is expected to do,and to dowiiliout losing sight 
of our goal—the collective ownership of all means of production ami dis¬ 
tribution—i» to furnish a working program for the present na¬ 
tional campaign. 

The Shcullst party being a political or^nization, it will be of the 
greatest importance for the national convention to express the de¬ 
mands on which we shall put the main stress in the present national 
ompaign. -While at all times we strive towards abolishing the 
capitalist system, the introduction of Sociali.sm, which had been pre- 
£cted for 1904, will not happen even in >908. 

Being a political party, and not simply a propaguda club, we must 
this year press such issues as are possible in this campaign—•ucli 
demands as will ameliorate the condition of the laboring class, 
■trengthen its power of resistance, and by these very conditions weak¬ 
en capitalism and hasten its downfall.

The trust question will, no doubt, be made an issue by one, or 
possibly toth, of the old p^es. The nationalization of the trusts 
would be one of the best points to put in the foreground during the 
mtiona] cam^ign, and also one of the most Sodalt^;/

It will be necessary for our party to take a stand for the exclusion 
of Asiatic labor, especially unce this question has been unnecessarily 
rasbed upon us by the position our delegates took at the Stuttgart 
Congress. Moreover, an Independent Latior Party may be formed 
during tbe coming year. It will therefore be doubly necessary to de¬ 
fine our position with a view to the condition and the demands of the 
ftyxf ccnicious working men of America—and every union man if 
cooaciotts of class—and not according to formulas and phrases framed 
hr men who live in countries that never had and never will have any 
Asiatic immigration. 

It mi^t even be advisable to express a demand as to tbe regu- 
latioo of immigration in general. 

For instance, foverament bdp for a certain clast of imm igr a nts 
to reach parts of the oountry where they may be made useful m e m ber s 
of our population, inhtead of leaving immigrantt to hang around the 
larger efties, where many often sink mto the proletariat of the slum.

Of more importance even than all these may be the formation of 
a Socialistic formers' program for certain states. And of vital im¬ 
portance to an states u a general understanding about our tactics in 
cities and municipalities, bMause the Socialist party (Social-Demo¬ 
cratic party) is nowadavs before all things a dty party, and we shall 
carry and do carry dm before we can carry states.

The Frirate OwuenUp of Its Water 
Oepartaeat Sealed tte Qij’e Doom 
hi the Boer et Dbaster.

Tlie eyes of the civilized world 
arc now upon San Francisco. Not 
so much because the Atlantic fleet 
is here, as for the graft cases now 
Iwiiig tried in its courts, and the 
indictments brought before the 
grand jury. 

The great corporations for years 
lave cursed Catifoniia. and -San 
Francisco was tlie modem Babylon. 

Honesty in slate and municipal 
affairs were unknown berc until re¬ 
cently; and even the present immi- 
ci|al administration Is not at all 
aliove critici.sni, altiioiigli there is a 
iiarketl improvement over the 
Fttgcnc Schmitz administration. 

ICvcn to the present day. there 
exists an cnornious impression in 
the minds of many wcll-iucaiiuig 
lieople that the late Mayor Schmitz 
was elected by the 5 k>cialist$. It is 
true tliat Sclunitz was elected by 
the Union labor Party. 'I'lic So¬ 
cialists bad a candidate of tlicir own 
in the field, and no real Socialist 
voted for Eugene Schmitz. The 
lalior unions of San Francisco arc 
not Socialistic any more than is 
Pre-ident (loiiipers of the .A. I'l of 
f..

San Francisco was so badly de¬ 
stroyed wajktlic inadequacy of it.s 
water sup|)T>', and the miserable 
water mains. 

Tlie chief of the fire department, 
as well a.s the citv engineer, had re- 
jiealediy called the attention of the 
aldermen to the fact llat the water 
supply of San Francisco was inade¬ 
quate for the size of the city. But 
the water department is owned by 
a private corporation, and so no 
action could be obtained. A few- 
large manufacturing concerns saw 
the iradequaev of the water supply, 
and bought electric pumps of their 
own, and so they did not lose a 
single building. This was the case 
with the Southern Pacific Railway 
and the .Santa Fe or Key Route had 
tlie same protection, as did several 
large lumber mills. 

The fire tugs akmg the shore did 
good work as far as they could 
rcacH; but they could do nothing lo 
quench the fire'in the buildings up 
town, or on the mountains. The 
chief of the fire department waS 
killed in tlic cartliqiake and the as¬ 
sistant chief was disabled early in 
the day. Thus the department was 
left early in the di.saster without a 
head to direct it. and without water; 
and an arrogant lot of soldiers ar¬ 
rogated to themselves the right to 
destroy btiildiiigi by dyiamite. and 
often spreading the fire more tian 
they clieckcil k. 

.-After several hours tlie regubr 
fire department members were ex¬ 
hausted anti private individuals 
were not alloweil to take their 
places, as the soldiery- prevented any 
tine from approaching the firemen. 
Water was running in the sewers; 
and finally-, after the fire had raged 
for three days, an old nan begged 
the soldiers to let him suggest to 
the firemen to pump the watef from 
tltf sewers. After much red tape 
lad lieen unwound that old man 
was allowed to approach the acting 
fire chief imder guard, and suggest 
to him to throw racks of cement 
into the sewers to dam the water. 
This was done, and the fire wtas 
then checked at Van Ness Avenue, 
the great boulevard of San Fran¬ 
cisco. So it shows that a little 
presence of mind of one man rose 
supreme to the occasion, otherwise 
the greater part of the city might 
lave been (^troyed. 

Here was plainly demonstrated 
that when people do rot ow.i prop¬ 
erty in common they have no in¬ 
terest in the welfare of other prem- 
eity. This was the case w-itfi the 
Call Building. The proprietor wa.s 
absent and the employes did not feel 
ithat they ought to risk their liver 
to save property ivhich they did not 
own ; so they deserted the building

“Did there exist a nation of gods, 
their jjovemment woulil doubtless 
be socialistic—it is too perfect for 
mankind." 

The ahove quotation is taken 
from the March issue of the iVistal 
RecortI, and call* for an answer. 
In the first place, as a .Socialist, I 
rery nmch appreciate the high es¬ 
teem in which Socialism is Iwld by 
the writer of the ahove lines. How¬ 
ever, the picture is somewhat over¬ 
drawn. aiul a better one could be 
substituted thus: “Were this a na¬ 
tion of Humans, its government 
would of necessity be socialistic, 
because capitalism could not live a 
day in an. atmosphere of human 
brotherhood." 

I-ct us see if Socialism is such 
an impossibility. Socialism is co- 
operabon in industry, in place of 
the Individualism that has obtained 
for the past century and a half. 
The development of capitalism has 
been along competitive lines, our 
forefathers believed that "compe¬ 
tition was the life of trade," and 
while modem machinery and in¬ 
dustry were in their first develop- 
meal competition was bearable. 

When, however, machinery was 
bivented that required colossal cap- 
hal for its successful operation, 
when markets formerly inexhaust- 
ftle had been seized by oompeting 
capitalists, a competitive war began 
that was merciless in its exactions, 
that showed no mercy to the weak, 


or poorly managed business, and 
that, like ShylixJc, demanded hs; 
l>ound of flesh. 

In this fierce mmpclilion the 
mercilc.ss. tlie unscrupulous and the 
crafty won. while' the lesser, or 
more humane business undertakings 
gradually found themselves down 
and out. 

CafHtalisis then suddenly •tiscov- 
ered that comfietition was vol the 
life of tratle. but that it was the 
death of ninety-five i>erc>mt of those 
in business, and that cumpetitinn 
had become what Ocneral Sherman 
saiil of war. 

The result was "the community 
of interests idea." Manufacturers 
and bnsines.s men throughout the 
worhl suddenly awoke to the fact 
that it was not competition tliat was 
needed, but rather, co-operation 
among themsetx'cs. 

And so, throughout the number¬ 
less branches of business, the inde¬ 
pendent (so-calleil) establishments 
combined and the trust was born- 

Competition Doomed. 

Henceforth tlien'' the markets 
were not to be competed for. The 
competitors had combined, and 
while you could still buy from any 
number of different concerns, and 
while in the open markets they 
appeared to compete they were in 
reality one large corporation be¬ 
hind the scenes. Co-operation for 
the benefit of their stockholders. 

This was not a conspiracy among 
the capitalistic shareholders in re¬ 
straint of trade (as Mr. Bryan 
would have us believe); it yras 
simply a step forward in industrial 
evolutio.i that has been pointed out 
as inevitable by socialistic econo¬ 
mists twenty-five or thirty years 
previously. 

. .The trust is a foterumur of So¬ 
cialism, and this process of trustUi- 
catioH will continue until all indus¬ 
try is included, and then the next 
step teill be taken in evolutionary 
progress and Socialism will have 
come. Instead of co-operatioa for 
the few bloated trust magnates, we

will have co-operation for the bene¬ 
fit of all. The trust is coKiperative, 
and to that extent aocialistic, so 
far as Its share holders are 
concerned. Thejry share equally 
according to their holdings, in the 
division of profits, but the workers, 
those who toil to produce these 
profits, get a mere subsistent wage 
and have no'furtber interest. 

Socialism would Mend these 
benefits, to that all the feople would 
share equitably, accordmg to the ef¬ 
fort expmded by them in produc¬ 
tion. The worker then would re¬ 
ceive not only a small percent of 


present, but he 
would receive the full pmdiict of 
his toil, (the costs of administration 
deducted,) enaUing him to proper¬ 
ly support and educate his children 
and giving him more leisure for his 
own pleasure and well-being. 

, Now, while there are still many 
small manufactories tlirougliout the 
world that are atill comiieting, the 
co-operative idea is fast spreailing 
througlwut every fonii of produc¬ 
tive energy. It b finding expres- 
sioQ in tM people's demand for 
municipal ivhteri^’'’rks, electric 
light plants, sti^t railways, etc. 


Among the farmers it results in co- 
oi>crativc creameries, cliecscfac- 
tiiries. wareliou-es and stores. 

And yet. some of t.ur less 
tliotigiuful 'liroilicrs imagine that 
only a nation of g<«ls could inaiigu- 
: rate and live untler a srialistic 
jgovcrniiieiit. T<s-me. however, alii 
I that appears necessary is a ‘Wation 
jii/ Humans," men and women who 
I will iiemiit the brother-love to flow 
I through their veins unchecked, w ho 
I will pay more heed to the cry of i 
I tlie ' least of these" in distres*. than 
ilo the call of the money mart.

pelling thereby, a large numfa-r of 
our citizens to live in comimial 
semi-starvation. Ilunter in his 
liook, "I'ovrrfy," shows that even 
during prus|>cn>us times. 1 o.ocxs.orio j 
(icople are continually on the verge! 
of starvation. j 

3. The herding of millions of | 
our citizens in the slums of our; 
targe cities, where disease and vice 
are bred, and condemning niuetv 
|ier cent of the working )K>pnlation 
to live in mere IkivcLs or huts, callcil 
homes. 

4. Forcing 2,000.000 vvouicti lii 
struggle in coin(>etition with men. 
in mines, mills and factories, in c>r- 
der that they nuy exist, and mak¬ 
ing 2.000,000 prosthiites every year, 1 
out of your ilaiightcrs. sisters and 
sweethearts. Comiielling them to 
sell their virtue for a miserable ex¬ 
istence. 

5: Depriving 2,000,000 children 
lietvveen the ages of 8 and 16 years, 
of the joy and pleasure of child¬ 
hood, and working them ten to 
twelve hours a day in the mines, 
mills and factories of our land, 
maiming, disfiguring and stunting, 
not only their physical devrln|iinent, 
but their inrnta'l pml—spiritual as 
well. 

6 . By pennitting pritate owner¬ 
ship in the mines, mills ami fac¬ 
tories. By giving the workers— 
wlio are the .sole producers—only a 
pittance of their product and allow¬ 
ing the capitalistic class the remain¬ 
ing amount, a eemditkni of over¬ 
production. so-called, is produced 
in our country every fifteen or 
twenty years, with the result tlut; 
millions of the workng class arc 
thrown out of employment, redunig 
them to untold inisety, starv.atiun 
and death, while the miming class 
still revels in luxury and wealth. 

The Curse of Capitalism. 

All this, and more, we fay at the 
door of capitalism. Had we a sys¬ 
tem of co-operation such as Social¬ 
ism demands, things wviuhl be made 
for use, iiulead of profit, every 
abe bodied man would secure and 
retain employment, woiikl receive 
hit full product, enabling him to 
properly support himself and fam¬ 
ily, forever destroying the need of 
child labor, freeing the women 
from factory, mine aqd mill, placing 
her again m the home, removing 
the cause of prostitution and estab- 
tishing a nation—not of gods—but 
of humans. 

* • • 

And now a word in conclusion. 
The wealth production fast year 
was nearly $1,500 per person. 
Counting five persons per family, 
would mean a net income of $7,500. 
Statistics show however, that the 
worker received but $4.37.00 for a 
year's work, the balance going to 
the capitalistic or non-producing 
dass. Socialism would make the 
worker the owner, and give him the 
product.and only by doing this, only 
by ridding ourselves of the incubus 
of private mvnership for prnnte 
profit, can we settle this great prt4>- 
Icm of humanity. 

No, Socialism would not require 
a nation of gods. It is simply a 
system of co-operative TOvemment 
tiiat requires kumann m its suc¬ 
cessful operation and maintenance. 
It asks for a government that wilt 
regard human life as of more con¬ 
sequence than money, and that will 
strive fw the greatest good for the 
greatest number.

Social-Democracy 

Tba Prin glyb a r of Intcrnatiooal Cot- 
loctitiam aa ••ct forth in tha Na¬ 
tional^latfo^ adoptad m Chicago, 

We, the SoeUi^t party, fa coavea- 
tioa im iwMtdl make oor appeal Co 
tbe Americaft #l»}*Ie as tbe defeoder 
aod pretcnrtr, of the idea of liberty 
and self-goyanim<nL in which the 
nation was boiti; the only politkal 
movement ittNdtnit for tbe program 
and priociplea by which the hbetty of 
the indtviaual may become a fact; aa 
the only nolUi^ organization that la 
dcmocrattCa and ih«i haa for ita mt- 
po«c the detBOCratirition of the whole 
•ocicty. 

To tbia idea of liberty tbc Rcynblf- 
ean and Dmomt c parties arc alike 
falsa They alfltc ktnigglc for power 
to fnaintain and profit by an industrial 
system which can be prer ' ^d <mly 
Iw tbe comptaCe ovrrtbrov. r aoeb 
liberties as we already bare, «od by 
the still forther mtlavcmaal aad deg- 
ndatioa of labor. 

Oor AmcHctB institutioos came lato 
tbe world In the name of If oedioe A . 
They have heoB seised ogON ^ the i 
capitalist dais as the oMtat of root-1 
log o«t tho idM of freedioa: from 
aatoAg the p eop i s Ottr state aod na¬ 


tional legislatures have become the 
mere agents of great propertied m- 
terests. These interests control the 
apMotments and decisions of the 
judges snd our courts. They hare 
coroe into whst is practically a private 
owoertbm of all the fonctioDS asd 
forces-of government They , are us- 
mg these to betray and coMuer for¬ 
eign and weaker people, in order to 
establish sew markets for the sor- 
plus goods which tbe people nuke, bftt 
sre too poor to buy. They sre gradu- 
ftly so tovading and restricting tbe 
Vight of suffrage as to take unavrarcs 
the rigltt of the worker to a vote or 
voice m pubitc affairs. By esactiag 
new and misinterpreting old laws, 
they are pr^aring to attack the 
liberty of the individual eves to speak 
or think for bimsdl or for the com¬ 
mon good 

By controlling all the sonrees of so¬ 
cial revenue, the possessing class is 
side to silence wbat might be the voice 
of protest against the passing of lib¬ 
erty and the coming of tyranny. It 
completely cnntmU the university, the 
public school, the polptt and the 
press, tbe arts and literatures. By 
making these economically dependeoi 
upon rtsclf. it bas brought all the 
forms of public teaching into servile 
submission to its own interests. 

Our political institutions are also 
being used as tbe destroyers of that 
mUivtdaal property npon which all 
liberty and opportunity depend The 
promise of economic independence to 
each man was one of the faiths in 
which our institutions were founded 
But under the guise of defending 
private property, capitalism it using 
our political institutions to make it 
impossible for the vast msjonty of 
human beings to ever become posses¬ 
sors of private property in the means 
of life. 

Capitalism is fhe enemy and de¬ 
stroyer of essential private property. 
Its tlevclr.oment it through the legal¬ 
ized confiscation of all tbat the labor 
of the working class produces above 
•ubetttence wage. The private own¬ 
ership of tbe means of employment 
grounds society in an economic slav¬ 
ery which renders intellectual and po¬ 
litical tyranny inevitable. 

Social-Democracy comes to so or¬ 
ganize industry and society that every 
individual shall be secure in that 
private property in the meant of life 
upon which hisiibcr^ofbeing.thought 
and action depend, ft comes to rescue 
the people 4 rom the vast increasing 
and successful assault of capitalism 
upon the liberty of the individual. 

II. 

As an American Sodal-Dcmocratie 
party, wc pledge our fidelity to the 
priDcipies of the International So¬ 
cial-Democracy as embodied in the 
united thonglit and action of the 
cisl-Democrats of all natioos. In the 
industrial development already ac¬ 
complished. the interests of the world 
workers are separated by no national 
boun(^nea. Tbe condition of the most 
exploited and oppressed workers, in 
the most remote plscet of the earth, 
inevitably tends to drag down all tbe 
workers of tbe world to IIm same 
level. The tendency of the competi¬ 
tive wage cystem is to make labor’s 
lowest condition tbe measure or rule 
of its universal condition. Industry 
and tinance are oo longer national, 
but international, both in organtzation 
and resulta Tiie chief significance of 
national boundaries and of the so- 
called oatriotism which the ntling 
class of each nation is seeking to re¬ 
vive, is the power which these give 
to capitalfstf to keep the workers of 
the world from uniting, and to throw 
them against esch other in the strug¬ 
gle of contending capitalists for the 
control of the yet unexploited mar¬ 
kets of the woHd, or the remsining 
sources of profit 

The Soctol-Democralic movement 
therefore, is a world movemeuL It 
knows 01 no conflicts of interest be¬ 
tween the workers of one nation and 
the workers of another. It stands for 
the freedom of tbe workers of all na¬ 
tions; and« in so standing, it makes 
for the fu*J freedom of aJl humanity. 

ni. 

.The Social-Democratic movement 
owes its birth aod growth to that 
ccooomic dcnclopment of world-pro¬ 
cess which is rapidly separatiog a 
working or producing clast from a 
posaessmg or capitalut data The 
class that produces nothing possesses 
labor’s fruits, and the opportunities 
snd enjoyment thes^ froits afford, 
while the class tbat does the world's 
real work bas increasing economic un¬ 
certainty. and physical and intellect- 
ual misery, os its portion. 

The fact thst these two classes have 
not yet become fully conscious of their 
distinction from each other, the fact 
that the lines of divisiou and interest 
may not yet be clearly drawn, does 
not change tbe fact of the class con- f 

llus class struggle id due to the 
private ownership of tbe means of 
employment, or tbc tools of produc¬ 
tion. Wherever and whenever man 
owned his own land and tools, snd by 
them produced only the things whipn 
he used, economic independence was 
possible. Bat production, or the 
making of goods, bas long since 
cesseo to be individual 11:e labors 
of scores or even ihoosandt, enter into 
almost every# article prodneed. ^o- 
duction is now social or collective. 
Practically everyffiing it made or done 
by many men—sometimes separated 
by seat and continents—workmg to¬ 
gether for the same end. But this co¬ 
operation in production is not for the 
direct use of the things made by the 
workers who make them, bnt for the 
profit of the owners of the tools sod 
means of prodoetton; and to this is 
due the pmenC division of society 
into two distinct classes; and from it 
has sprung all the miseries, iahor- 
mooiea tad contr a dktto os of our 
civilization. 

Between these two classes there 
can be no possible comprosatst or 
Mtotity of interest, aay more than 
thgre can be peace in tbe midst of 
war, or light m the midst ef darh- 
nesB. A society besed upon this class 
1 division carries hi itself tbe seeds of 
its own dcstroction. Such a society 
: is founded on fundamental injustice, 
i There can be no possible boms for 
j social peace, ior individual Ircedom. 
i for mental harmony, except in the 
conscious and complete triumh of the 
I working class as the eedy efass that 
I has the right or p ow e r to be. 

IV. 

’Tbe Social-Democratic program is 
not a theory imposed upon socse^ 

I for iu acceptance or rejection. It is 
bot the interpretation of what ii^ 
sooner or laur, inevitable. Caoitalism 
ta already struggling to its dcitroc- 
tion. It is 00 longer competent to 
organise or administer the work of 
tiie world or even to preserve hseli 
The captains of indnstry are appalM 
at their own mability to contra or 
direct tbe rapidhr socializiag fore ea 
of Miutry.

If 
tbe world IS CO be uved from chaos, 
from noiversal disorder aod misery, 
it must be bv the union of tbc workers 
of all oalions in tbe Social-Democratic 
movement. ’The Social-Democratic 
party comes with the only pruposi- 
tion or program for intelligeotly and 
deliberately organizing the nation for 
the common good of all its citizena 
ft is the first time tbat the mind of 
man haa ever been directed toward the 
conscious organization of society. 

Scaal-Democracy means tbat all 
those things tq>on which the people in 
common depend shall bv the people in 
common be owned ano administered 
It meant that the tools of employment 
shall belong fo their creators and 
osers; that all prodssetion shall be tot 
tbe ^rect use of the prodneera; that 
the nuking of goods for profit shall 
come to an end; tbat we sliall al! be 
workers together, and that opportuni- 
tiet shall DC open ami eonal 10 all 
men.

BnL in so doing, we are using these 
refocdial measure as means to the 
one great end of tbe co-operative com¬ 
monwealth.

To this end wa 
appeal So nil the workera of Aaacrica 
and to all who wlU lend tlicir lives 
to the service of the workers 10 their 
struggle to gain their own, and to all 
who will nobly and disinterestedly 
give their days and coergiea onto the 
workers* cause, to cast their lot and 
faith with the Social-Democrttie 
party. Our appeal for the trUst and 
suffrages of our fellow worker* ia at 
once an appeal for the common good 
end freedom, and for tbe freedom and 
blossoming of our comronn humanity.
